“Build  Pride  Of  Elkdom” 
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THE  BIRTH  OF  ELKDOM 


^ The  story  of  the  inception  of  the  Elks  begins  with  the  landing  in 

New  York  of  an  English  Music  Hall  singer,  Charles  Vivian,  in  the 
fall  of  1867.  Vivian,  in  search  of  lodging  and  engagements,  sought  out, 
after  the  manner  of  his  kind,  the  haunts  of  his  fellow  professionals,  and 
found  Richard  Stierly,  a piano  player  he  had  known  in  London,  who  took 
him  to  a boarding  house  conducted  by  a lady  affectionately  known  as 
"Mother”  Geisman,  at  188  Elm  Street,  and  Vivian  was  soon  established 
as  a boarder  under  her  hospitable  roof. 

Vivian,  a clever  and  likable  chap,  gathered  about  him  a collection  of 
congenial  and  convivial  souls,  most  of  them  entertainers  or  actors,  which 
he  organized  into  a group  called  the  "Jolly  Corks”  and  which  was  modeled 
after  an  English  organization,  noted  for  fun  and  fellowship,  known  as 
"The  Buffaloes.”  As  Sunday,  in  those  remote  days,  was  a closed  town,  and 
the  only  day  the  professional  element  had  for  recreation,  Sunday  night  at 
"Mother”  Geisman’ s soon  became  a popular  institution.  So  popular  that 
the  "Jolly  Corks”  outgrew  the  confines  of  the  boarding  house,  and  took  up 
larger  quarters  at  17  Delaney  Street. 

In  the  days  of  the  "Jolly  Corks,”  the  theatre  was  a precarious  way  of 
livelihood.  Actors  had  no  means  of  protection  against  defaulting  man- 
agers, salaries  were  small,  their  improvidence  was  proverbial,  and  there 
was  no  Actors’  Fund  to  help  in  times  of  stress  and  trouble.  When  sickness 
or  misfortune  came  to  the  actor,  he  was  seldom  ready  to  meet  it.  But,  the 
people  of  the  stage  are  loyal,  they  never  let  a brother  down,  and  when  an 
emergency  was  presented  there  was  always  some  one  ready  to  undertake 
the  journey  from  one  stage  door  to  another,  a journey  from  which  he  never 
returned  without  funds  necessary  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the  moment. 

The  weekly  meetings  of  the  "Jolly  Corks”  soon  became  a medium  for 
the  elimination  of  these  stage  door  journeys.  Instead  of  appeals  to  individ- 
uals in  aid  of  some  professional  overtaken  by  sickness,  or  for  funds  to  lay 
away  some  poor  player  upon  whose  life  the  final  curtain  had  fallen,  it  be- 
came the  custom  to  lay  these  matters  before  the  "Jolly  Corks,”  and  it  was 
the  generous  and  spontaneous  response  to  these  appeals  that  inspired  George 
F.  McDonald  with  the  thought  that  here  was  a nucleus  of  a permanent  body 
that  might  be  devoted  to  the  service  of  their  fellows,  and  fashioned  along 
fraternal  lines. 


A growing  desire  among  the  "Jolly  Corks”  for  more  substantial  organ- 
ization, and  a dignified  title,  encouraged  McDonald  to  fashion  his  inspira- 
tion into  a motion,  which  was  unanimously  adopted.  Vivian,  Imperial 
Cork,  appointed  a committee,  consisting  of  himself,  Richard  Stierly,  Harry 
Vandermark,  Thomas  G.  Riggs  and  George  McDonald,  to  select  a name, 
and  report  back  to  the  body.  This  committee  reported  at  a meeting  held  on 
February  16,  1868,  and  recommended  that  the  "Jolly  Corks”  adopt  the 
title  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  as  the  first  step  towards 
broadening  its  scope  and  increasing  its  horizons.  Vivian  was  not  in  favor 
of  the  majority  report.  He  desired  to  adopt  the  name  "Buffaloes,”  and 
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pattern  the  new  body  after  this  English  society.  There  were  15  members 
present  of  which  eight  voted  for  the  majority  report  and  seven  against  its 
adoption. 

And  here  is  the  place  to  pause  and  pay  special  tribute  to  those  eight 
men  responsible  for  our  distinctive  American  title,  Benevolent  and  Protec- 
tive Order  of  Elks.  Their  insistence  that  the  fraternity  should  be  distinc- 
tively American  imparted  the  vital  spark  that  gave  strength  and  life  at  the 
very  beginning.  It  led  to  the  requirement  of  citizenship  for  membership, 
to  the  Flag  on  our  Altar,  and  to  that  combination  of  benevolence  and  pa- 
triotism which  made  the  Elks,  down  through  the  years,  an  ever-increasing 
force  for  the  preservation  of  American  ideals  and  the  cultivation  of  good 
citizenship. 

It  has  been  stated  by  one  of  the  Order’s  historians  that  "it  is  quite 
probable  that  a fine  Elk  suspended  in  a conspicuous  place  in  'Barnum’s  Old 
Museum’  had  something  to  do  with  directing  the  attention  of  the  committee 
to  the  name  Elk.’’  This,  however,  is  a most  unlikely  explanation,  as  "Bar- 
num’s Old  Museum,’’  located  at  Broadway  and  Ann  Street,  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  July,  1865.  It  is  more  feasible  that  some  member  of  the  commit- 
tee, seeking  the  name  of  an  American  animal  to  offset  the  "Buffaloes," 
which  title  he  knew  would  be  presented,  hit  upon  the  name  "Elk,"  and 
pressed  its  adoption. 

The  next  step  in  effecting  the  organization  was  the  adoption  of  a 
constitution  and  by-laws.  The  committee  to  draft  these  consisted  of  George 
F.  McDonald,  Chairman;  Wm.  Sheppard,  Chas.  Vivian,  E.  N.  Pratt  and 
Thomas  G.  Riggs.  Early  in  March,' a "Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks’’  was  presented  and  re- 
mained effective  for  several  years.  The  title  of  the  presiding  officer,  under 
this  constitution,  was  "Right  Honorable  Primo,"  which  office  was  held  by 
Charles  Vivian.  The  constitution  also  provided  for  two  degrees,  but  the 
ritual  was  not  completed  until  May  17,  1868,  when  a committee  consisting 
of  George  W.  Thompson,  George  F.  McDonald,  Wm.  Lloyd  Browron, 
Thomas  G.  Riggs,  James  Glenn  and  Harry  Vandermark,  but  upon  which  it 
has  been  acknowledged  that  Thompson  and  McDonald  did  all  the  work, 
presented  a complete  ritual.  This  ritual  provided  a new  set  of  titles  for 
officers  of  the  second  degree,  headed  by  Exalted  Ruler,  and  this  was  the 
first  time  this  title  was  applied  to  the  head  of  the  organization.  At  the  same 
time  an  election  was  held  and  George  W.  Thompson  was  elected  Exalted 
Ruler  and  Right  Honorable  Primo,  succeeding  Chas.  Vivian.  This  meeting 
was  held  at  Military  Hall,  183  Bowery,  to  which  place  the  "Jolly  Corks" 
had  moved  from  17  Delaney  Street. 

About  this  time,  clouds  which  had  been  appearing  on  the  horizon  began 
to  assume  stormy  proportions.  Factions  had  developed  in  the  organization, 
small  as  it  was,  between  a "play  boy”  element,  which  seemed  more  sympa- 
thetic to  the  horse  play  modeled  after  the  "Buffaloes"  than  to  the  serious 
purpose  outlined  by  McDonald,  and  a group  of  legitimate  actors  in  com- 
plete accord  with  dominant  fraternal  principles  emphasized  in  the  ritual  of 
the  Second  Degree.  The  factional  differences  grew  to  such  an  extent  that 
when  the  "legitimate"  element  got  the  upper  hand,  Vivian  and  his  follow- 
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ers  summarily  dropped  from  the  Order.  The  action  was  not  in  strict  accord 
with  the  principles  of  justice,  but  it  was  prompted  by  a desire  to  remove 
what  the  leaders  at  that  time  considered  an  obstacle  to  the  conduct  of  the 
Order  on  broader  and  more  benevolent  principles  than  those  inherited 
from  the  "Jolly  Corks.”  Vivian  never  sought  reinstatement,  nor  had  any 
further  connection  with  the  Order,  but  some  of  his  followers  were  reinstated 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  remained  members  for  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

The  Elks  continued  to  grow  and  prosper  in  New  York  and  in  the  year 
1870  a number  of  professionals  in  Philadelphia  started  a movement  for  a 
branch  lodge  in  that  city.  As  the  New  York  organi2ation  was  an  incorpor- 
ated body,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  members  to  give  up  all  rights  and 
title  to  a Grand  Lodge  to  establish  a branch  in  another  city.  With  the  end 
in  view  of  expanding  the  Order,  New  York  Lodge  appointed  a Committee 
on  "Founding  a Grand  Lodge,”  and  at  a regular  meeting  held  January  1, 
1879,  the  (this)  committee  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  first  Grand  Lodge  of  the  B.  P.  O.  Elks  consist  of 
the  founders  of  the  Order,  and  that  the  above  take  effect  immediately. 

This  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  February  12,  1871,  the  late  Tony  Pastor  made  the  motion  that  the 
lodge  be  known  as  New  York  Lodge  No.  1,  B.  P.  O.  E.,  and  apply  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  a charter ; at  the  same  time  a petition  from  Philadelphia 
was  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a dispensation.  In  the  meantime, 
application  had  been  made  to  the  Legislature  of  the  state  of  New  York  for 
a charter,  and  on  March  10,  1871,  Governor  John  T.  Hoffman  signed  the 
articles  incorporating  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  same  day  issued  a charter  to 
New  York  Lodge  No.  1.  Philadelphia  Lodge  No.  2 was  chartered  on 
March  12,  1871,  and  the  Order  of  Elks  began  its  onward  march. 

George  J.  Green,  Exalted  Rider  of  New  York  Lodge  No.  1,  became 
the  first  Grand  Exalted  Ruler,  or  as  he  was  then  titled.  Exalted  Grand 
Ruler.  The  work  on  drafting  a constitution  and  perfecting  the  organization 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  assigned  to  Henry  P.  O’Neil,  one  of  the  most 
constructive  minds  of  the  formative  period,  who  became  Grand  Exalted 
Ruler  in  1874.  To  him,  more  than  any  other,  belongs  the  credit  for  placing 
the  infant  fraternity  upon  a sound  and  solid  basis,  and  investing  the  strength 
and  vitality  which  enabled  it  to  carry  on  through  the  years,  providing  the 
means  for  expansion,  and  guiding  it  through  the  shoals,  the  pitfalls,  which 
threatened  the  new  fraternity  at  every  turn. 

With  the  granting  of  the  charter  to  .New  York  Lodge  No.  1 by  the 
infant  Grand  Lodge,  the  story  of  the  birth  of  the  Order  comes  to  an  end, 
but  it  marks  the  gateway  to  the  wider  horizons  toward  which  the  Order  has 
steadily  gone  forward.  On  this,  our  Golden  Jubilee  Day,  we  can  honor  the 
men  who  conceived  and  nurtured  our  Fraternity  in  its  infancy,  in  no  better 
way  than  by  giving  our  hearts  and  minds  to  a solemn  pledge  that,  as  their 
work  was  carried  forward  in  the  days  when  the  sufferings  of  civil  strife 
still  weighed  upon  our  people,  our  work  shall  go  on  in  the  days  to  come, 
when  the  forces  of  democracy  are  building  a new  and  better  world.

EXCERPTS  OF  MINUTES  OF  VARIOUS  ADMINISTRATIONS 

1920  to  1947 

Condensed  from  the  Golden  Anniversary  Book  of  April  13,  1947: 


February  10,  1921  — A motion  was  made  and  passed  that  a committee  be 
appointed  to  write  Bro.  Warren  G.  Harding,  President  of  the  United  States, 
asldng  him  to  consider  the  application  of  our  Bro.  James  J.  Davis,  a member 
of  No.  368,  as  a member  of  his  cabinet. 

May  5,  1921  — A new  Elks’  Home  was  proposed  and  the  trustees  were  instructed 
to  investigate  the  Dr.  Sigler  property  which  could  be  purchased  in  conjunction 
with  the  Standard  Oil  Company;  the  entire  set-up  was  explained  in  detail 
at  this  meeting. 

December  1,  1921  — The  Exalted  Ruler  announced  that  the  deal  between  the 
Elks  Lodge  and  the  Standard  Oil  Company  for  the  Sigler  home  had 
been  consummated. 


April  13,  1922  — Resolution  adopted  to  increase  the  dues  of  Elwood  Lodge 
No.  368  from  $9.00  per  annum  to  $12.00  per  annum,  effective 
October  1,  1922. 

June  7,  1923  — Trustees  reported  Overshiner  Building  on  South  Anderson  Street 
sold  to  T.  F.  Dunlap  at  $30,000.00,  they  having  an  equity  of  $14,000.00  in 
same  and  they  paid  cash  $11,000.00  and  a mortgage  note  of  $5,000.00  for 
three  years  at  six  percent  interest. 

November  15,  1923  — The  Exalted  Ruler  announced  that  work  on  remodeling 
our  home  at  305  S.  Anderson  Street  would  begin  November  16,  1923,  and 
same  would  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

March  21,  1924  — Moved  into  our  new  home  at  305  South  Anderson  Street. 

October  22,  1925  — The  lodge  agreed  to  equip  one  room  at  the  new 
Mercy  Hospital. 

May  10,  1934  — The  House  Committee  reported  that  the  mortgage  indebtedness 
was  reduced  to  only  $800.00  balance. 

July  2,  1935  — The  lodge  donated  $250.00  to  the  Mercy  Hospital  Annex. 

September  19,  1935  — The  indebtedness  of  the  lodge  was  paid  off  and  the 
mortgage  was  burned  by  members  Joe  A.  DeHority,  Edw.  B.  Alley,  H.  C.  Jones 
and  Wm.  E.  Moschell.  A committee  was  appointed  on  remodeling  our  home  to 
make  more  club  facilities  inasmuch  as  we  were  becoming  crowded  for 
recreational  space. 

May  14,  1936  — Brothers  C.  H.  Fry,  H.  C.  Jones  and  Wm.  E.  Moschell,  Trustees, 
were  instructed  to  build  an  additional  club  room  onto  the  south  side  of  our 
present  lodge  room  at  a cost  of  approximately  $4,200.00. 

We  moved  into  our  new  club  room  on  August  22,  1936,  and  held  the  District 

meeting  of  the  Indiana  Central  District  Association  October  17-18,  1936. 

December  2,  1937  — The  House  Committee  reported  that  they  had  purchased  a 
$1,000.00  Government  Bond. 


February  3,  1938  — Kitchen  utensils  were  purchased  for  our  kitchen.  For  the 
past  two  years  we  had  kept  a pet  deer,  named  Malibu,  in  our  front  yard,  and 
the  fence  around  him  was  rather  small,  so  the  Trustees  were  instructed  to 
construct  a larger  pen  for  the  deer,  at  a cost  of  $90.00.  The  said  fence  was 
built  and  Malibu  placed  therein  March  10,  1938. 
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April  7,  1938  — It  was  reported  to  the  members  at  this  meeting  that  we  had  no 
habilities  and  we  now  owned  three  $1,000.00  Government  Bonds. 

October  12,  1939  — The  Trustees,  having  been  unfortunate  in  helping  to  retain 
the  city  heat  in  Elwood,  had  to  purchase  a new  heating  plant  for  our  home 
and  at  this  time  it  was  reported  that  same  had  arrived  and  would  be  installed 
as  soon  as  possible. 

August  17,  1940  — This  being  Willkie  Day  — the  day  Wendell  L.  Willkie,  a 
member  of  No.  368,  made  his  acceptance  speech  for  nomination  for  the 
Presidency  of  the  United  States  at  the  Calloway  Park  to  a crowd  of  225,000 
people  — our  lodge  was  host  to  thousands  of  people,  and  the  committee  that 
was  appointed  for  this  occasion  was  the  largest  and  one  of  the  most  efficient 
this  lodge  had  ever  had. 

December  24,  1940  — Many  Christmas  baskets  were  delivered  to  the  needy. 

April  10,  1941  — The  Trustees  were  instructed  to  furnish  plans  for  remodeling 
the  upstairs  of  our  home  for  ladies’  quarters. 

December  7,  1941  — Just  before  our  memorial  service  was  to  begin  on  this  day. 
General  Tyndall,  the  speaker  for  our  service,  arrived  and  notified  the  people 
present  that  the  Japs  had  bombed  Pearl  Harbor. 

February  19,  1942  — The  Bond  Committee  reported  that  a $500.00  Defense 
Bond  had  been  purchased. 

October  1942  — The  iron  fence  in  front  of  our  home  was  scrapped  and  sold,  and 
the  proceeds  were  turned  over  to  the  Public  Health  Nurse.  The  lodge 
purchased  $1,000.00  more  War  Bonds. 

April  15,  1943  — The  Trustees  reported  that  this  lodge  had  purchased 
Government  and  War  Bonds  totalling  $11,960.00.  A motion  was  passed  that 
we  purchase  $2,500.00  more  War  Bonds. 

June  23,  24,  1943  — The  American  Red  Cross  held  another  Blood  Bank  in  our 
home.  The  Exalted  Ruler  announced  that  the  lot  just  south  of  our  home  was 
being  converted  into  a parking  lot. 

September  23,  1943  — The  Third  War  Loan  Committee  reported  that  to  date 
our  members  had  purchased  $15,300.00  in  Bonds  fo  the  Third  War  Loan 
issue,  and  adding  to  this  the  Bonds  bought  by  the  lodge  made  a total 
of  $20,300.00. 

July  19,  1945  — The  Trustees  were  instructed  to  buy  $5,000.00  in  War  Bonds  as 
they  so  deem  advisable.  The  Seventh  War  Loan  Committee  announced  that 
the  total  sale  of  Bonds  of  this  issue  amounted  to  date,  to  $121,800.00.  A 
resolution  was  passed  to  send  Bro.  W.  G.  Ennis  to  the  Elks  National  Home  in 
Bedford,  Virginia.  This  lodge  joined  with  the  Eagles  Lodge  of  this  city  in  the 
purchase  of  an  Iron  Lung  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  city  fire  department 
and  to  be  used  for  the  public. 

June  6,  1946  — The  Exalted  Ruler  appointed  the  50th  Anniversary  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  following  members:  Robt.  L.  DeHority,  C.  F.  McCarthy, 
Joe  A.  DeHority,  Dallas  Tucker  and  Adam  Smith. 

September  8,  1946  — A great  many  members  of  this  lodge  who  were  in  the 
armed  forces  of  World  Wars  I and  II,  having  been  invited  to  attend  the 
rededication  of  our  War  Memorial  Building  in  Chicago,  made  the  trip  with  all 
expenses  paid  by  No.  368. 


Our  First  Secretary,  Joe  A.  DeHority,  Tells  of  Ground 
Work  Done  to  Secure  Charter 

yy  Inasmuch  as  I am  one  of  two  charter  members  of  Elwood  Lodge  No.  368, 
Benevolent  Protective  Order  Elks,  and  still  an  active  one,  perhaps  a few  words 
from  me  might  be  worth  while  on  this  memorable  occasion. 

In  the  years  1895-1896,  a few  business  men  of  Elwood  became  affiliated  with 
Anderson  Lodge  No.  209  and  Kokomo  Lodge  No.  190.  Our  small  group  being  im- 
pressed with  the  objectives  and  principles  of  the  Order,  determined  to  form  a lodge 
in  Elwood. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Elks  for  permission  to  organize  a 
lodge,  which  was  duly  approved,  and  plans  were  completed  for  the  formal  institu- 
tion. On  February  20,  1897,  as  a beginning,  members  of  Kokomo  Lodge  organized 
and  produced  a benefit  entertainment  with  their  own  band,  talent  and  orchestra  in 
our  local  opera  house,  resulting  in  a grand  success. 

Our  small  number  then  convinced  some  26  other  business  men  of  the  merits  of 
the  organization,  who  joined  with  us  in  the  undertaking.  Under  date  of  March  27, 
a Dispensation  was  accorded  us  and  plans  were  made  for  a formal  institution.  An- 
derson Lodge  becoming  sponsor  and  in  charge  of  the  ceremonies. 

April  13,  1897,  was  selected  as  the  date  and  the  Red  Men’s  hall  the  place.  Mem- 
bers from  Indianapolis,  Marion,  Muncie,  Peru  and  Logansport  Lodges  participating. 

As  our  membership  increased,  we  were  able  to  acquire  parts  of  the  second  floor 
of  a building  owned  by  my  family,  which  also  housed  the  Red  Men’s  hall,  finally 

occupying  the  entire  second  floor,  giving  us  both  lodge  and  club  quarters,  and  these 
were  occupied  until  the  year  1924  at  which  time  we  moved  to  our  present  location. 

On  July  7,  1897,  Elwood  Lodge  No.  368,  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks, 
was  chartered.  The  following  names  appearing  thereon,  viz:  John  Willis,  Joe.  A. 
DeHority,  Theo.  F.  Harnack,  Edw.  C.  DeHority,  Patrick  T.  O’Brien,  D.  G.  Evans, 
G.  V.  Newcomer,  W.  A.  Finch,  Thos.  L.  DeHority,  Wm.  H.  Smith,  Jr.,  and  F.  N. 
Simmons. 

As  is  the  custom  and  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  first  Sunday  in  each 
December  a memorial  service  is  held  for  our  departed  brothers,  our  lodge  held  its 
first  such  service  in  the  Elwood  Opera  House  with  an  appropriate  program.  By  that 
time  we  had  a membership  of  67. 

Through  several  years  following  we  had  to  depend  upon  dues  and  new  members 
to  financially  sustain  the  lodge,  so  we  resorted  to  bazaars,  entertainments,  carnivals 
and  minstrel  shows,  many  of  them  most  successful  both  as  to  finances  and  entertain- 
ment, at  the  same  time  directing  the  public  mind  toward  our  great  Order. 

Dark  and  discouraging  were  many  of  the  succeeding  years,  but  each  corps  of 
officers  proved  able  to  improve  conditions,  and  today  we  boast  of  an  outstanding 
lodge  second  to  none  in  hospitality  and  good  will.  It  has  always  been  the  purpose  of 
the  members  to  practice  and  demonstrate  to  the  public  those  grand  principles  for 
which  the  Order  stands:  Charity,  Justice,  Brotherly  Love  and  Fidelity. 

I have  no  regrets  of  having  identified  myself  with  this  great  Order  and  I cherish 
the  friendships  and  pleasant  memories  I have  enjoyed  during  these  50-odd  years. 
May  the  lodge  continue  to  prosper  and  the  members  ever  keep  in  mind  and  practice 
those  principles,  with  credit  to  themselves  and  the  founders.

ELWOOD  LODGE  NO.  368 


^ Everything  being  in  readiness  for  the  institution  of  Elwood  Lodge 

No.  368  this  13th  day  of  April,  1897,  in  the  Red  Men’s  hall  in  the 
city  of  Elwood,  Indiana,  at  3:00  o’clock  p.  m..  Grand  District  Deputy, 
Brother  Joseph  T.  Fanning,  of  Indianapolis  Lodge  No.  13,  called  the  mem- 
bers of  the  several  lodges  present  to  order  and  organized  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  work.  District  Deputy  announced  the  following  officers  in  charge  of 
institution  and  initiation: 

Exalted  Ruler,  George  M.  Ballard;  Esteemed  Leading  Knight,  A.  M. 
Wellington;  Esteemed  Loyal  Knight,  J.  H.  McNivin;  Esteemed  Lecturing 
Knight,  John  Longaker;  Grand  Esquire,  Clayton  C.  Sells;  Grand  Tyler, 
O.  P.  Moore;  Grand  Inner  Guard,  C.  V.  Erdmann;  Grand  Treasurer,  S.  C.

D.  E.  Leeson,  W.  H.  Smith,  W.  T.  Wiley,  W.  E.  Mount,  Chas.  C.  DeHority,

April  17,  1947  — A motion  was  passed  that  the  Lodge  send  5 boys  to 
Elk  Camp  at  Dunes  Park. 

June  19,  1947  — The  Exalted  Ruler  gave  an  extended  report  on  the  State 
Convention  at  Evansville,  June  6,  7,  and  8th.  Brother  Robert  L.  DeHority 
was  elected  2nd  Vice  President  of  the  Indiana  Elks  Association. 
October  16,  1947  — Motion  passed  that  the  Trustees  be  empowered  to 
purchase  $5,000.00  in  Government  Bonds. 

October  29,  1947  — Motion  passed  that  the  Lodge  donate  $ .25  per 
member  to  Elks  National  Veterans  Service  Commission  to  sponsor 
nationally  a Special  Christmas  Party  in  each  of  the  160  Veterans 
Hospitals  in  the  U.  S.  A.

September  9,  1948  — Motion  made  to  contribute  $35.00  to  Louis  Monroe 
Post  No.  53  American  Legion  to  help  them  with  the  Veterans 
entertainment  at  Marion  Veterans  Hospital  on  September  11,  1948.

October  28,  1948  — D.D.G.E.R.  Everett  N.  Hall  made  his  visitation  and 
official  inspection  of  Elwood  Lodge. 

January  6,  1949  — The  Cancer  Committee  reported  that  they  had  raised 
and  sent  in  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  the  Elks  Cancer  Fund. 

February  10,  1949  — Resolution  passed  to  increase  initiation  fee  to 
$50.00  and  annual  dues  to  $15.00.

1949-1950  WM.  F.  WHITMORE,  Exalted  Ruler 

June  16,  1949  — Camp  Elk  Committee  reported  that  five  boys  would  be 
sent  to  Camp.  Report  made  on  Elks  State  Convention  June  3,  4,  and 


5th.  Brother  Robert  L.  DeHority  was  elected  and  installed  as  President 
of  the  Indiana  Elks  Association. 

September  29,  1949  — D.D.G.E.R.  Joe  P.  Murphy  made  his  official 
inspection  and  delivered  a splendid  talk  on  Elkdom. 

October  6,  1949  — A banquet  given  for  Elwood  Call  Leader  staff  in  honor 
of  Annual  Newspaper  Week. 

October  13,  1949  — Motion  passed  to  contribute  $250.00  to  Elwood 
Community  Chest. 

November  17,  1949  - This  was  Robert  L.  DeHority  Night  in  honor  of  his 
being  President  of  the  Indiana  Elks  Association.  Elwood  had  45  visiting 
brothers  and  a diamond  Elks  ring  was  presented  to  Brother  DeHority. 
December  29,  1949  — Thanks  were  expressed  for  the  splendid  help  of 
members  on  gathering  together  and  distributing  Christmas  baskets 
and  toys.

August  17,  1950  — Brother  John  E.  Held,  Exalted  Ruler,  reported  on  the 
National  Convention  held  at  Miami,  Florida.  Brother  Robert  DeHority 
was  appointed  Chairman  of  Grand  Lodge  Activities  Committee. 

October  12,  1950  — D.D.G.E.R.  Ray  Miller  made  his  official  visitation  and 
inspection  of  Elwood  Lodge. 

December  3,  1950  — Memorial  Services  were  held  in  the  Elks  Home  at 
2:30  P.M.  Brother  Harry  E.  McClain  delivered  the  address. 

December  23,  1950  — It  was  announced  that  Christmas  Baskets  would  be 
distributed  Saturday,  December  23rd.  Thirty-five  baskets  are  to 
be  delivered. 

Remarks:  During  my  administration  we  initiated  twenty-four  new 
members.  We  were  very  active  in  Ritualistic  work  and  initiated  classes  in 
Marion,  Anderson  and  Muncie.  Also  during  my  year  Robert  L.  DeHority 
was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Activities  Committee  and 
Joseph  B.  Kyle  from  Gary,  Indiana  was  elected  Grand  Exalted  Ruler. 

1951-1952  JOHN  M.  RUTLEDGE,  Exalted  Ruler 

May  17,  1951  — It  was  reported  that  Elwood  won  2nd  place  in  the  District 
Ritual  Contest  at  Anderson. 
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October  25,  1951  — The  Entertainment  Committee  entertained  members 
of  this  Lodge  in  cooperation  with  the  staff  members  of  the  Elwood  Call 
Leader  in  honor  of  National  Newspaper  Week. 

December  2,  1951  — Memorial  Services  held  at  2:30  P.M.  at  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Speaker  was  Phillip  WiQkie. 

January  17,  1952  — The  Elwood  Elks  Centennial  Committee  was 
appointed  — M.  B.  Greenburg,  Chairman,  Phil  Powell,  Wm.  Crimans, 
and  A.  F.  Adkins. 

March  6,  1952  — Brother  R.  L.  DeHority  congratulated  the  Lodge  on 
having  won  3rd  prize  in  the  National  Memorial  Day  Contest. 

March  27,  1952  — The  Blood  Bank  Committee  announced  that  this  Lodge 
is  getting  76  Blood  Donors. 

Remarks:  During  my  year  our  members  recommended  that  either  our 
facilities  be  refurnished  or  a new  home  and  the  Trustees  were  instructed  to 
investigate  the  purchase  of  ground  for  our  new  home.

April  3,  1952  --  Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  Lodge  sponsor  a 
Centennial  Queen. 

April  8,  1952  — Report  on  District  Meeting  at  Alexandria  and  John  Held 
was  elected  District  President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

August  7,  1952  — Elwood  Centennial  Queen  Beverly  Fettig  — sponsored 
by  the  Elks. 

October  30,  1952  — Motion  made  and  carried  to  offer  the  use  of  our 
facilities  to  the  Red  Cross  at  any  future  time  they  wish  to  use  them 
for  Blood  Donors. 

December  11,  1952  - Brother  George  R.  Gardner,  D.D.G.E.R.,  made  a 
splendid  talk  to  all  members  present. 

March  5,  1953  — Elwood  Elks  Cancer  donation  to  Indiana  Elks  Association 
was  $1.00  per  member  — total  $343.00. 

Remarks:  I would  like  to  make  special  mention  and  thanks  again  to 
Bill  Blake,  my  Club  Manager  and  the  House  and  Entertainment  Committees 
for  doing  a fine  job  during  my  year. 

1953- 1954  AUBREY  F.  ADKINS,  Exalted  Ruler 

April  30,  1953  — Motion  made  and  carried  to  send  six  boys  to  Camp  Elk 
June  21st  at  a cost  of  $120.00. 

September  25,  1953  — This  was  State  Officers  night  at  Elwood  Lodge. 

Many  visiting  officers  and  dignitaries  were  our  guests. 

January  2,  1954  — It  was  reported  that  38  Christmas  baskets 
were  distributed.

April  22,  1954  — Brother  David  M.  Cooley  elected  to  the  office  of 
Esteemed  Leading  Knight  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  death  of 
Roger  P.  Ripley. 

July  1,  1954  — Brother  Robert  Carter  reported  that  this  Lodge  sent  eleven 
boys  to  Camp  Elk. 

December  16,  1954  — Robert  E.  Thompson,  D.D.G.E.R.  made  his  official 
inspection  of  this  Lodge. 

December  30,  1954  — It  was  reported  that  40  Christmas  baskets  were 
delivered  to  needy  families  on  December  24th. 

February  10,  1955  — Cancer  Committee  Chairman  A1  Minix  reported  they 
had  raised  their  quota  of  $2.00  per  member.  They  turned  over  to  the 
Lodge  $804.00  for  the  Cancer  Fund. 

March  31,  1955  — On  March  29th,  a committee  of  Elks  along  with  the 
Mayor  and  a police  escort  met  G.E.R.  Wm.

At  this  convention,  the  Lodges  of  Indiana  were  redistricted 
into  6 Districts.  Elwood  being  in  the  East  District. 

June  16,  1955  — Elwood  Lodge  sending  6 boys  to  Elk  Camp  June  26th 
to  July  2nd. 

September  22,  1955  — The  first  Indiana  East  District  Meeting  was  held 
September  19th  at  Richmond. 

October  27,  1955  — Brother  Wm.  F.  Whitmore,  D.D.G.E.R.,  made  his 
official  inspection  of  our  Lodge.  Many  Elk  dignitaries  from  thruout  the 
state  were  our  guests. 

November  17,  1955  — The  Cancer  Committee  had  their  car  drawing 
November  11th.  This  was  a very  successful  promotion  for  the 
Cancer  Fund. 

December  8,  1955  — Memorial  Services  were  held  in  our  Lodge  on 
Sunday,  December  4th. 

March  15,  1956  — Reported  that  the  Cancer  Committee  had  raised 
$900.00  for  the  Cancer  Fund.

June  21,  1956  — Flag  Day  services  were  held  June  15th. 

August  2,  1956  — Exalted  Ruler  Powell  appointed  the  following  Expansion 
Committee:  Joe  0.  Stevens,  Chairman;  Robert  Lawrence,  Frederic  B. 
Harting,  R.  L.  DeHority,  C.  M.  Knick,  K.  E.  Maddock. 

September  27,  1956  — Motion  made  and  passed  to  donate  $150.00  to  the 
Elwood  Pony  League  to  purchase  2 sections  of  fence  for  their 
playgrounds. 

October  25,  1956  — Visitation  made  by  Brother  Paul  Foslee,  D.D.G.E.R. 
November  15,  1956  — Elwood  Lodge  was  presented  with  the  F.L.  Bohn, 
Grand  Exalted  Ruler  award  — a certificate  for  participation  in  Youth 
Activities  1956-1957. 

December  6,  1956  — Motion  made  and  passed  that  the  Cancer  Committee 
turn  over  a check  for  $816.00  ($2.00  per  member)  for  the  Indiana 
State  Elks  Cancer  Fund. 

February  7,  1957  — Past  Exalted  Rulers  night  with  nine  past  exalted 
rulers  present. 

February  21,  1957  — The  Expansion  Committee  made  their  first  extended 
report  and  recommendations  for  the  future.  Motion  made  and  approved 
authorizing  the  Trustees  to  pay  $500.00  for  an  option  to  purchase  if  a 
new  location  is  found. 

Remarks:  The  highlights  of  my  administration  were  having  all  major 
decisions  made  in  conjunction  with  my  officers  and  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  ascertain  whether  to  remodel  or  make  plans  for  building  a 
new  building.  This  committee  did  exhaustive  study  and  travel  which 
culminated  later  in  the  building  we  now  own. 

1957-1958  LLOYD  RICHWINE,  Exalted  Ruler 

May  16,  1957  — The  Expansion  Committee  made  their  second  report.  On 
motion  made  and  passed,  a weekly  building  fund  project  was  approved. 
June  20,  1957  — Forty  members  attended  the  Flag  Day  Service  held  at  the 
Lodge  on  June  13th. 

September  26,  1957  — Brother  Robert  J.  Duncan,  D.D.G.E.R.,  made  his 
visitation  to  Elwood  and  delivered  an  address  outlining  the  program  of 
the  Grand  Exalted  Ruler.  Brother  Joe  B.  Kyle,  P.G.E.R.,  was  present. 
November  7,  1957  — Old  Timers  Night  — Six  of  the  sixty  25-year  members 
were  present. 

December  5,  1957  — Cancer  Committee  reported  a net  profit  of  $1,092.44 
from  the  car  drawing. 

December  12,  1957  — Letter  received  thanking  this  Lodge  for  the 
$1,000.00  memorial  in  the  new  wing  at  Mercy  Hospital. 

March  27, 1958  — Brother  Joe  Stevens,  Chairman  of  Expansion  Committee, 
reported  that  an  option  had  been  signed  on  2.7  acres  of  Real  Estate 
approximate  1 block  south  of  P Street  on  west  side  of  Road  No.  13. 
Option  for  1 20  days. 


Remarks:  The  thing  that  was  the  most  outstanding  to  me  as  Exalted  Ruler 
in  1957-58  was  the  many  friends  that  I made  through  Elkdom,  especially 
here  at  368.  Also,  the  wonderful  memories  that  I have  of  those  whose 
names  are  now  inscribed  on  our  Memorial  tablet. 

1958-1959  HARRY  R.  SCHNELL,  Exalted  Ruler 

April  3,  1958  — Retiring  Exalted  Ruler  Lloyd  Rich  wine  presented  the 
Lodge  with  a new  Altar  Bible. 

April  10,  1958  — The  Expansion  Committee  recommended  the  purchase  of 

the  2.7  acres  on  Rd.  13  south  of  Elwood,  subject  to  approval  of  Grand 
Lodge.  Motion  was  made  and  carried  by  a vote  of  106  to  0.  Four 
members  refrained  from  voting. 

May  15,  1958  — The  land  which  has  been  under  option  has  been  annexed 
to  the  city  of  Elwood,  and  the  ground  has  been  purchased  and  the 
Lodge  is  holding  the  deed.  Cost  to  date  is  $8,565.30.  Motion  made  and 
passed  to  discharge  the  Expansion  Committee  with  honors  for  the 
splendid  work  accomplished. 

The  Exalted  Ruler  than  appointed  the  following  Building  Committee: 
Joe  O.  Stevens,  Chairman;  Elmo  Gustin,  Lloyd  Richwine,  R.  L. 
DeHority,  Phil  Powell,  and  Robert  Lawrence. 

July  3,  1958  — It  was  reported  that  after  52  weeks,  the  Building  Fund 
Rebate  Enterprise  had  netted  the  Lodge,  $7,052.11. 

July  17,  1958  — The  Building  Committee  announced  a new  project  as  a 
Building  Fund  Rebate  Enterprise.  It  was  accepted  by  the  Lodge. 

October  9,  1958  — Brother  Leonard  Depew,  D.D.G.E.R.,  made  his 
inspection  of  Elwood  Lodge. 

November  6,  1958  — The  Building  Committee  gave  an  extensive  report  to 
date.  Report  was  accepted  and  the  Trustees  were  authorized  by  the 
Lodge  to  hire  Architect  Fran  Schroeder  to  draw  preliminary  plans  for 
presentation  to  Lodge. 

December  11,  1958  — The  Cancer  Committee  reported  a profit  of 
$1,232.00  on  the  1959  Dodge  project. 

March  12,  1958  — Clarence  Gillum,  Harry  Smith,  and  Howard  Bock  were 
given  an  ovation  by  the  members  for  the  splendid  work  they  had  done 
in  making  Tuesday  night  parties  a success.

Lloyd  Richwine;  Phil  Powell  and  Robert  Lawrence.  The  services  of 
architect  Fran  Schroeder  was  retained  to  plan  the  building.  The  real 
estate  was  annexed  to  corporate  limits.  Our  net  gain  was  twenty-one 
in  membership. 
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1959-1960  NORWOOD  ALLEN,  Exalted  Ruler 


June  18,  1958  — The  Building  Committee  gave  a detailed  report  concerning 
proposed  plans  for  our  new  home.  A motion  was  made  and  passed  to 
adopt  the  floor  plan  as  presented.  The  Lodge  also  authorized  the 
Trustees  to  continue  with  the  present  architect  to  obtain  bids 
for  construction. 

August  28,  1959  — Golf  Committee  reported  the  Golf  Tournament  was  a 
big  success.  Also  reported  that  all  tickets  sold  for  Notre  Dame-Purdue 
game  for  the  Elks  football  trip  on  October  3rd. 

September  10,  1959  — The  profit  in  two  years  operation  of  the  Building 
Fund  Rebate  Enterprise  was  $14,471.51. 

September  17,  1959  — Brother  Phillip  Powell  was  elected  Secretary  of  our 
Lodge  to  replace  C.  D.  Sizelove  who  resigned  after  36  years  service. 

September  24,  1959  — This  meeting  honored  Brother  C.  D.  Sizelove,  who 
served  as  Secretary  of  our  Lodge  fromMay  15, 1923  to  October  1,  1959. 
He  was  presented  with  a gold  membership  card  and  other  gifts. 

November  12,  1959  — D.D.G.E.R.  James  St.  Meyer  made  his  official 
visitation  to  Elwood  Lodge. 

March  31,  1960  — The  Building  Committee  made  a complete  report.  The 
following  resolution  was  adopted:  That  we  adopt  the  Building  Program 
to  construct  a new  building  — the  total  cost  of  which  would  be 
$172,000.00,  to  be  paid  for  as  follows:  $130,800.00  from  assets  of  the 
Lodge,  $21,198.00  from  donations,  and  $20,000.00  to  be  borrowed  on 
the  basis  of  not  less  than  1 5 years. 

Remarks:  During  my  year  as  Exalted  Ruler,  we  had  the  largest  gain  in  new 

members  of  any  lodge  in  East  District.  My  officers  and  committees  gave  me 

every  support  ending  a very  successful  year.

May  19th,  1960  — It  was  announced  that  Ground  Breaking  Ceremonies 
would  be  held  Sunday,  May  22nd  at  2 P.M.  at  the  site  of  the 
new  building. 

August  4,  1960  — Building  Committee  reported  that  over  1/3  of  pledges 
had  been  paid  and  corner  stone  laying  to  be  August  14th.  Committee 
in  charge  of  Cornerstone  Laying  Ceremonies:  Joe  DeHority,  Chairman; 
Howard  Jones,  Harry  Schnell,  and  Joe  Stevens. 

October  6,  1960  — It  was  announced  that  building  of  patio  and  refmished 
present  furniture  would  be  done  by  volunteers. 

November  10,  1960  — Brother  Robert  Secrest,  D.D.G.E.R.  gave  an 
inspiring  message. 


December  15,  1960  — Lodge  approved  sale  of  the  downtown  home  for 
$25,000.00  to  Standard  Oil  Co. 

Cancer  Committee  made  $1,285.95  on  their  car  project. 

January  5,  1961  - $1,000.00  was  sent  to  the  State  Cancer  Committee. 
January  19,  1961  — This  being  the  last  meeting  in  this  home  — the  Exalted 
Ruler  eulogized  on  the  many  memories  we  have  of  this  old  building. 
It  was  announced  that  Wednesday,  January  25th  is  moving  day,  and  the 
new  club  will  open  next  Thursday,  January  26th. 

January  26,  1961  — First  meeting  in  our  new  home. 

Week-end  of  March  25th  and  26th  to  be  the  Dedication  Celebration. 
The  dedication  to  be  Sunday,  March  26th,  with  Grand  Secretary 
Lee  Donaldson  to  be  the  speaker. 

Remarks:  It  was  certainly  a very  exciting  and  rewarding  experience  to  be 
able  to  serve  as  Exalted  Ruler  of  this  lodge  during  this  eventful  period.  I 
thank  the  membership  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  for  permitting  me 
this  rare  privilege  of  serving  as  Exalted  Ruler  during  this  most 
eventful  period.
